It is only by their 
watchfulness and the early iso’ation 
of any suspect that this spread can 
be successfully checked. 

At an earlier date, I spoke to your 
Council of the advisability of yearly 
medical examination of pupils and 
free inoculation and vaccination. The 
people of Wainwright are far behind 
most- other towns of Alberta in the 
per centage of children, who have 


; been, inoculated against diphtheria. 


I feel that this is not to the: credit 
of our town. Every child should 
have this protection. 

The scavenging . department has 
worked very efficiently. Toilets are 
kept. in much more sanitary condi. 
tion than formerly. There are still 
some citizens, who do not provide 
proper receptacles for kitchen refuse, 
but oa the whole back are kept 
in a much more sanitary condition 
than formerly.

One of. the best contributions to the “non-expect” thought upon the

churchmen,’ cleri¢al or lay, but their method. of approach. to the various 
phases of their subject is not made from the purely theological angle. 
When they @iscuss the confusions of the present situation, they, write with 
knowledge of their subject, and this is true whether they write of intellectu- 
al and moral confusion (which might, of course, be expected) or of social, 
economic and international confusion (which, on the other hand, might not 
have been expected). One is forced early to the conclusion that these 
churchmen are no mere visionaries actuated by high moral .purpose but 


divorced from. practical affairs, One would for example have to travel far’ 


to equal the masterly simplicity of the discussion of financial and monetary 
problems contributed by Dr. Hewlett Jonnson, Dean of Canterbury. One is 
not surprised to learn that besides being a Doctor of Divinity, the Dean 


has degrees in Science and’ Engineering. 


The preface furnishes the general theme upon which the volume is 
based, and the. thought. which should be an inspiration to. all who, having 
given serious thought to the problems of the hour, are beginning to doubt 
whether final solution is possible. Drawing a ‘parallel between the years 
following the‘battle of Waterloo‘and the present timé, the preface states: 

“A period of post-war exhaustion had begun in 1815, as in 1918, w.th its 
social antagonism and ‘moral confusion, and civil disturbances more violent 
than anything we have known 
Jigious accumulation of moral power had, been so ample thut the foundation 
of civil and -religious liberty had been already laid; the establishment of 
democratic government had begun, slavery had been abolished. 

“Tt is the belief of those who are contributing to ‘Christianity and the

now with greater strength from the confusions and disloyalties of the post-

“The issue, indeed, is simple. The motives and methods of human life 
are not sufficiently moralized: it. was to moralize’ the of \pro- 
duction, to limit, the power of selfishness, that Wilberforce and bury 
were working a century ago; but in many ways industry and business, and 
family life, and civie and political activity, need further moralization. 
Money hag been overlooked in its moral aspect and treated as machinery 
. . «4 @md, because the nations and their representatives haye not yet learn- 
ed the moral elements of international behavior, we stand at this moment 
on the brink of irretrieyable disaster”. 

The way out then is for application of the moral teachings of Chr‘stian- 
ity in international, national, civic, business and family life according to the 
churchmen who, having examined the problems of the hour, discern the 
néed and point the method.
